The Young Dylan Thomas

And so he remained, to the last day when I saw him, about three 
months before his death. 

He was about to go to America, and he, his wife, and a great 
friend of his, the American poet Theodore Roethke, and his wife, 
lunched with me, to say good-bye. Alas, seeing him so gay (he 
spent most of the time teasing me about ridiculous remarks he 
had invented and put into my mouth) and looking so well, how 
could one have guessed for how long that good-bye would be. 

I keep no diary, and have but little memory, so I cannot 
recollect the exact date when I saw him first. But it was in 
the autumn following his twenty-second birthday. 

I had not seen his first book — I was living in Spain when it 
appeared, and it received few reviews, so I did not hear of it. 
But immediately on seeing the second book, I wrote to him, 
and, shortly afterwards, reviewed it at great length in the Sunday 
Times. The review was followed by about two months of 
virulent abuse of him in letters to the Sunday Times, which I had 
the pleasure of answering. The attackers got at least as good as 
they gave, and the air still echoes with the sound of numskulls 
being soundly hit. 

As I say, I do not remember exactly on what day he came to 
see me first. It seems to me now, although I was so much his 
senior, that he and his great poetry were always a part of my life. 

Poetry is, to some degree, the etheric body of the poet 
(though to some degree only) — so I will try to describe him 
physically. 

He was not tall, but was extremely broad, and gave an 
impression of extraordinary strength, sturdiness, and super- 
abundant life. (His reddish-amber curls, strong as the curls 
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on the brow of a young bull, his proud, but not despising, 
bearing, emphasized this.) 

In full face he looked much as William Blake must have looked 
as a young man. He had full eyes — like those of Blake — giving, 
at first, the impression of being unseeing, but seeing all, looking 
over immeasurable distances. To my mind, the only repre- 
sentation of him that gives his true likeness, his true character, 
is the photograph taken by the American photographer Mrs 
R. Thome McKenna, that forms the cover of the February 195-4 
Atlantic Monthly . 

I have never known anyone more capable of endearing him- 
self to others. And this was not only the result of his great 
warmth, charm, and touching funniness. (He was a wonderful 
mimic, though never an unkind one.) He loved humanity, and 
had contempt only for the cruel, the unkind (these are not always 
identical), and the mean. He was most generous in his 
enthusiasms. 

I never heard him say an unkind thing. (I admit that once, 
when a lady had kindly tried to teach him and me how to recite, 
he did, as soon as she left the room,*draw his hand across his 
throat with a swift and most menacing gesture, making, at the 
same time, a face of really terrifying savagery. ) 

His death was followed by the most disgusting exhibition of 
mass hysteria it has ever been my misfortune to encounter. I 
do not, naturally, refer to the nation-wide mourning for him. 
That was proper, and to the nation’s credit. I refer to the 
nauseating attempts of people who had, perhaps, once sat next 
him in a bar, to pretend they were his great friends, and to the 
output of bad verse addressed to him by incompetent versifiers 
who hoped, thus, to muscle in on his fame. I refer still more 
to wdiat has come to be known as ‘the Dylan legend/ 

It is no doubt comforting to a certain kind of mind to see a 
great poet dragged down to their level, but it is not an agreeable 
sight.^ I do not for a moment deny that he sometimes ‘went 
wild/ but I, personally, never saw him behave in any way 
unbecoming a great poet — never saw him behave with anything 
but dignity. J 6 

All this hysteria, and ‘the Dylan legend,/ alternates with such 
exquisite teste as that of a person (I am, perhaps luckily, unable 
to remember his name) who, writing in a recent number of the 
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American Saturday Review of Literature devoted to recent English 
literature, told us of ‘The Refusal to mourn the Death of Dylan 
Thomas’ by another person of an equal eminence. (I do not 
mean of an eminence equal to that of Dylan Thomas.) 

That was written within eighteen months of Mr Thomas’s 
death. And his wife, mother, and three children are living. 




Introduction 


This book lists all the published writings of Dylan Thomas that 
I have been able to trace. Amongst the unpublished material 
therefore excluded are certain talks, film scripts and juvenilia as 
well as writings which exit only in MS. 

The vast majority of the material in books by Thomas appeared 
earlier in periodicals. Whilst 1 shall be glad to receive details 
of any errors or omissions in this and any other respect, one 
instance will quickly be noticed where an omission appears to 
have occurred but where several checks and re-checks have 
failed to prove otherwise: this is in the case of Twenty-Five Poems , 
where the acknowledgment page refers to, amongst other 
periodicals, John 0’ London s Weekly. Exhaustive examination of 
the files of this paper revealed no contribution by Thomas, nor 
could any member of its staff account for or remember such a 
contribution, nor, again, could any of Thomas’s friends or 
associates with whom I have been in correspondence. I can 
only suggest that the paper was mentioned in Thomas’s book in 
mistake for the New English Weekly , which is not mentioned but 
which did, in fact, originally publish several of the poems. 

In all sections order is chronological, but a finding to any 
proper name, book, periodical, title, or first line can be made 
via the Index, where item numbers of major entries are in 
italics. 

As a general rule a bibliography finds its way only into the 
hands of collectors, librarians, booksellers, and other biblio- 
graphers. To others it must seem little more than a rather dull 
list of facts. I have attempted to alleviate this situation some- 
what in this book by moistening the material wherever possible — 
mostly in the case of the early books — with such extra-biblio- 
graphical history as has seemed worth recording. There is also 
a special, and strictly unbibliographical, section on Thomas’s 
poems (section A) giving details of the changes that have taken 
place textually, if any, in each individual poem between its 
earliest and latest printings. Similar details are given in respect 
b xvii 
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of prose writings, but these did not appear to warrant a special 
section on the same lines and will be found wherever relevant 
in section C and occasionally elsewhere. 

I have been grateful for the generous help of the many friends 
and correspondents who have assisted during the compilation of 
this book. To any whose names do not, by chance, appear 
below I offer my sincerest apologies. 

First and foremost I am indebted to Mr E. F. Bozman of 
J. M. Dent & Sons Ltd, and to Mr H. A. Roberts and Mr C. W. 
Hardy of the same firm, and to Mr James Laughlin IV and Mr

Introduction 

The primary aim of this section is to show the textual history of each 
of Thomas’s poems composed within the major period of his literary 
career and indicate, as far as objective, factual evidence will allow, the 
development of his poetic craftsmanship and methods of revision. 

The printings mentioned of each poem are not only the first and 
first in book form, therefore, but also, where they occur, any others 
where the text varies from either of these. The many printings that 
exist but do not fall into one of these three categories are not mentioned, 
though a departure from this is represented by the quotation of page 
numbers in Collected Poems — which do not denote altered versions 
except where stated but are given to facilitate quick reference. 

The poems are arranged chronologically, each item being headed 
by the poem’s title, followed, in brackets, by the first line. Where a 
poem has no title, or is entitled with the first line or part of it, or the 
title is simply ‘Poem,’ the first line is used. In all cases, the object 
of the headings being easy recognition, the best-known— usually the 
latest — version is used. Earlier titles, if any, are of course referred 
to within each history and can in any case be located via the Index.

This poem has not so far been reprinted m toto , but the first 8 lines 
appear in the first version of the broadcast ‘Reminiscences of Child- 
hood/ published in the Listener, 2£th Feb. 1943, PP* 246-7, and 
reprinted in Quite Earlj One Morning (the book), pp. 1-7.

This poem — as far as is known, his last — remained unfinished at the 
time of Thomas’s death. First printed mention of it occurs in the 
Fifth Annual Report to the Fellows of the Fierpont Morgan Library, New 
York, Nov. 195-4, within a note, pp. £7-8, explaining how a draft of 
eight lines of the poem came to be presented to the Library by Mr 
Ruthven Todd. The draft (which was in fact the first of many) is 
referred to as an ‘eight verse stanza’ — a misprint for ‘eight line stanza.’ 
The note refers to the poem as concerning the death of the poet’s 
father, and quotes the opening two and a half lines as follows: 

‘ A cold, kind man brave in his narrow pride, 

Too proud to die, broken and blind he died 
The darkest way . . . ’ 

Thomas gave the MS. of this draft to Mr Todd on 3rd Nov. 1953 — 
the day before his sudden final collapse. 

The next printed evidence of this poem, showing a further develop- 
ment, appeared in Dylan Thomas in America, by John Malcolm Brinnin 
(Boston, Little, Brown & Co, 1955) > PP* 21 7~%, where eight lines — 
almost identical to the first eight of the final version — are quoted. 
Here the first line reads: ‘Too proud to die, broken and blind he died’. 

The poem appeared in toto in Encounter, No. 29 (Vol. 6, No. 2), Feb. 
pp. 30-1, entitled ‘Elegy,’ extended and built up by the poet’s 
friend, Vernon Watkins, from the sixty pages of MS. work Thomas left 
towards it, to a total length of forty lines. Mr Watkins’s note, which 
follows the poem (p. 31), explains how he developed and completed 
the poem from Thomas’s preliminary drafts.

Books and Pamphlets by Dylan Thomas 

Note 

Except in the case of 18 Toems , details of leaf gatherings are not given 
in this section since there does not seem, in any impression of any 
book, any good reason for this information. 

Printing numbers of the American trade editions are approximate in 
that no hard and fast figure was demanded of the binders and often the 
quantity supplied by them fell short of or exceeded slightly the figure 
here mentioned. 

Proof copies are not mentioned except where some special signifi- 
cance attaches to them, but they may be taken to exist in the case of all 
bound books (trade editions) except 18 Toems . The quantity of such 
proofs can be reckoned at about thirty copies before and during the war 
and about double this figure or even slightly more thereafter. 

Any notes of interest on contents of books rather than their physical 
appearance are appended in all cases to the descriptions of the first 
editions. 

In 1938, reference was made in certain literary periodicals and else- 
where to a ‘forthcoming 5 book of stories by Dylan Thomas entitled 
The Burning Baby — one magazine actually announced a review of the 
book as appearing in their next issue. The book was to have been 
published by Mr George Reavey’s ‘ Europa Press,’ after having been 
rejected in MS. by a number of other publishers, and was to have 
included the following stories: 

The Orchards — The Enemies — The Mouse and the Woman The 
Dress — The School for Witches — The Map of Love — The Horse s Ha— 
The Roundabouts (almost certainly the story now known as ‘After 
the Fair’)— The Lemon — The True Story — The Tree -The [51c] 
Prospect of the Sea— The Burning Baby— Prologue to an Adventure— 
The Holy Six — The Visitor. 

For various reasons, however, not the least of which was the un- 
easiness of the international situation, plans for the publication of this 
book were frustrated and the MS. placed in other hands. Corre- 
spondence shortly after this (Mar. 1939) refers to some of the stories 
as being scheduled to appear in a book to have been entitled In the 

39 
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direction of the Beginning — probably a proposed title for what was to be, 
a- few months later, The Map of Love . 

Whatever the above may suggest, collectors may rest assured that 
The Burning Baby , as a book, does not, in fact, exist — even in proof, 
the only printed material extant being a few specimen pages set up by 
the intended printers in various types for the consideration of the 
Europa Press. 

Order throughout this section is chronological except for item B. 2 
(l£ Poems . Fortune Press edition); the description of this item refers 
considerably to item B. 1 and I have felt that in this case system must 
give way to convenience.

Publication . Five hundred sets of sheets were printed but in the 
first instance only two hundred and fifty were bound, made up as 
described above, and issued on or within a very few days of 1 8th Dec.

The first review of the book that I have been able to trace appeared in 
the Morning Post dated 1st Jan. 193 s, p. 17, under the somewhat 
erroneous heading: ‘Published Today.’ No proof copies were made 
up, the only proofs printed being the galley proofs.

( b ) Second Issue . 

The remaining two hundred and fifty sets of sheets, constituting the 
second issue, were bound up about a year later and published on 21st 
Feb. 1936, again at 3s. 6df. (not $s. as advertised). (On the same day, 
and also from the Parton Bookshop, David Gascoyne’s Man's Life Is 
This Meat was issued. ) 

This issue differed from the first as follows: 

Round-backed spine; fore-edge cut, all leaves evenly; extra leaf 
tipped in between half-title and title, recto blank, verso advertising 
Thirty Preliminary Poems by George Barker, 1 8 Poems by Dylan Thomas, 
and Mans Life Is This Meat by David Gascoyne; blocking on spine 
executed in Dutch gold, which becomes easily discoloured, as against 
the real gold of the first issue. 

Other alleged points of issue should be regarded with caution. 
Although the paper of most second issue copies I have examined appears 
to be thicker and of somewhat poorer quality than that of the first, 
the paper on which the entire edition was printed was, as noted in 
the colophon, Glastonbury Antique Laid. Neither can end-papers, 
whether wove or laid, be justifiably treated as indicating issue, since 
both types occur in each and it seems fairly certain that the end-papers 
were, throughout the edition, made up of ‘ends’ the printers had. 
On the other hand the flat spine of the first issue is not perhaps so 
arbitrary as it sounds or difficult to identify. A tough flat strip of card, 
whose width corresponds exactly to the thickness of the book, is situated 
under the cloth and can be felt easily, whereas the later style incorporates 
a thinner and more flexible strip which is slightly wider and therefore 
must, of necessity, be rounded so as not to protrude beyond the covers. 

I have seen one copy of this book with the second issue sheets (including 
the advert leaf) in the first issue binding; there may well be others in 
this state but I should estimate their number to be extremely few. 

History . At the time when Thomas’s poems first began to appear 
in it, in 1933, the Sunday Referee included a weekly ‘Literary and 
Entertainment Supplement’ of some twenty pages, of which Poet s 
Comer’ (later renamed more correctly ‘Poets’ Comer’) occupied 
rather less than a quarter of a page. After Mar. 1934 the Supplement 
ceased as such, though many of its features, including ‘Poets’ Comer’ 
until Nov. 1935-, were transferred to the main body of the paper. 
The ‘Comer’ was edited, with the assistance of Runia Sheila MacLeod, 
by Victor Neuburg, who inaugurated a system of prizes which were 
awarded to the poet who had submitted a poem adjudged to have been 
the most outstanding of those printed over a period of six months. 
The prize itself consisted of the publication, under the aegis of the 
Sunday Referee , of a book of the winning poet’s work. The first of these 
prizes was awarded to Pamela Hansford Johnson in 1933 * 
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In all, ‘Poets’ Comer’ published seven poems by Thomas. The 
second of these, ‘The force that through the green fuse drives the 
flower,’ appeared on 29th Oct. 1933, an d on 22nd Apr. 1934 it was 
announced that this poem had gained for him the second award of the 
Book Prize. 1 8 Poems should have appeared not many weeks later, but 
the publishers in whose hands the MS. had been placed could not arrive 
at a decision as to its acceptance. On 10th June Neuburg stated that 
he hoped ‘to make an announcement’ about the book ‘next week,’ 
but by 7th Oct. the position was unchanged and further ‘delay’ was 
referred to. It was at this time that the MS. was withdrawn from the 
publishers originally approached and placed with Mr David Archer 
of the Parton Bookshop. It transpired that Archer had already read 
much of Thomas’s work and appreciated its merit, and he at once 
made arrangements to have the book manufactured. Of the printing 
cost, Mr Mark Goulden of the Sunday Referee put up £30, and the 
balance — £20 — was contributed by Archer. 

Although 18 Poems was Thomas’s first book it does not constitute his 
first appearance in book form — The Year's Poetry (1934), containing 
the poem ‘Light breaks where no sun shines,’ having been published 
on 4th Dec. 1934. (See D. 1.) 

Contents. The poems are untitled save for the numbers from ‘One’ 
to ‘Eighteen’ [sic]. First lines are: I see the boys of summer in their 
ruin — When once the twilight locks no longer — A process in the 
weather of the heart— Before I knocked and flesh let enter,— The 
force that through the green fuse drives the flower— My hero bares his 
nerves along my wrist — Where once the waters of your face — If I were 
tickled by the rub of love, — Our eunuch dreams, all seedless in the 
light, — Especially when the October wind — When, like a running 
grave, time tracks you down, — From love’s first fever to her plague, 

from the soft second — In the beginning was the three-pointed star, 

Light breaks where no sun shines ; — I fellowed sl^ep who kissed me in 
the brain,— I dreamed my genesis in sweat of sleep, breaking — Half 
of the fellow father as he doubles— All all and all the dry worlds lever,.

But Victor Neuburg felt that the oppor- 
tunities provided by that book and the auguries of ‘promise’ which it 
had elicited from the critics should not be left too long in mid air, 
and early in 1936 he suggested that Thomas might collect together 
what poems he had written over the past year with a view to preparing 
a second book. Within a few days Thomas had handed him a sheaf of 
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(white), H8 at end being a paste-down; issued in a grey and purple 
dust-wrapper.

(d) Fourth Issue. 

Between Dec. 1948 and Feb. 1949 — consisted of the remaining 
500 copies, bound exactly as the third issue but with the top edge 
unstained. 

The three shades of cloth are easily distinguishable ; as a guide to each 
the following amplifications may assist: 

The first style was a pure mauve and of an almost silky texture ; the 
second was a rather deep, almost ‘Victoria,’ plum, somewhat loosely 
woven ; the third and fourth (each in the same cloth) were not quite 
the deep ‘regal’ shade of purple, and the cloth itself, though as tightly 
woven, was of rather thicker strands than that of the first. The third 
and fourth issues are, however, most readily recognized by the blue 
lettering, the plain or stained top edge distinguishing the one from the 
other.

Different versions 
of one poem or prose piece may be listed but no two items described 
are exactly alike as regards text. 

Translations of work by Thomas are not mentioned beyond 1944. 
It is hoped that the few that are noted, up to 1 944, will be of interest, 
but after that date they become too numerous to justify inclusion here 
and many are in any case none too readily accessible. 

Items containing poems are cross-referenced to Section A, where 
more exact details of version can be found. Prose items are described 
rather more fully, followed by a note of first appearance in book form — 
if any. 

It is fairly certain that Thomas contributed at least two reviews for 
the Literary Review in 1937, but these appear to have been signed or 
initialled pseudonymously, as were those by other contributors. The 
reviews may have been the result of collaboration with Ruthven Todd, 
with whom Thomas was closely associated at this time. 

A number of stories will be found described as appearing for the 
first time in book form in Adventures m the Shn Trade; this is a slight 
contraction for the sake of space economy and refers in fact to Adventures 
in the Skin Trade and Other Stories , New Directions, 195'^.

Note 

Thomas did not wittingly contribute, in the usual sense of the word, 
to any book except Folios of New Writing (D. 9). The remainder of 
this section is comprised of books, other than books by Thomas, 
containing first printings in book form of individual writings. 

New Directions in Trose and Poetry, though strictly an annual periodical 
and therefore liable for inclusion in Section C, is rather classified here 
as a ‘book/ because its very appearance makes it so, I am sure, in the 
eyes of the majority. I have applied this criterion, as will be seen, in 
other cases ; the measuring-rod has been throughout the binding style— 
‘periodicals * issued in cloth boards being treated as ‘books,’ and those 
in wrappers as ‘periodicals.’
